The  Bureau  of  the  Census  .reports  mill  consumption  of  American- 
Egyptian  (Pima)  cotton  during  the  month  of  December  as  569  bales  of 
500  pounds  gross  weight,  compared  with  594  bales  in  November  and  731 
bales  in  October.    The  mill  consumption  of  imported  Egyptian  cotton  is 
reported  as  having  been  4 ,310  bales  in  December ,  compared  with  5,052 
bales  in  November  and  5,731  bales  in  October.
